Way beyond hot-air balloons, airplanes 
now carry millions of passengers around the world, and 
humankind has landed on the moon. But Vinnie “Jewels” Verne’s 
tiny—yet highly useful—invention still has not come to pass.

In the end he has become too thin-skinned to 
ever leave his house, and he spends the rest of his days flexing his 
see-through abs in the mirror.

three copies, Jewels turned to the subject of 
robots. In fact, Isaac Asimov’s 1950 book J, Robot may 
have been inspired by Jewels’ 1865 Guy, Robot. In the 
novel, the robot is just a regular guy named, appropri- 
ately, Guy I. He rarely cooks, reads nothing but the 
sports pages, leaves his clothes on the floor, and dress- 
es like a slob. In the exciting yet moving ending, he is 
replaced by the more state-of-the-art Guy II, who still 
forgets to put down the toilet seat for his mate. 


Due to lack of book sales, Vinnie “Jewels” Verne eventually gave wp writing science fiction and turned to 
architecture. His plans to erect a 21,800,000-story building that would reach the moon never got off the ground, 
however, because the moon kept moving.
